At tha time of the interview, a Notice of Appeal had been filed in the case. During 
the interview, Applicant discussed the possibility of filing a Request for Continued 
Examination (RCE) rather than pursuing the appeal. At the inten/iew, it was agreed that 
filing an RCE with some amendment to the claims and argument distinguishing the 
applied references was appropriate.

All claims which were ultimately found allowable were discussed, with a focus on 
the indeperiilent claims. The proposed amendment that was discussed Is reflected in 
the May 24'* RCE filed after the interview. 

That prior art that was discussed includes all of the prior art that was applied in 
the prior action. During the interview. Applicant discussed this prior art and drew the 
distinctions over this prior art as set forth in Applicant's May 24* RCE. 

In general, Applicant explained in the interview that the applied art, alone, and in 
combination, failed to teach the claimed invention. Applicant also explained that certain 
rejections ware improper because the rejections were based on combinations of 
disparate siy stems for which motivation would have been lacking in the first instance. 

The outcome of the interview was that all concemed agreed that the applied art 
did not render the invention unpatentable, and that allowance would be considered.
